Therefore the previously presented requirement and Applicant's 
election has been withdrawn. As described below, the new 
restriction requirement sets forth the previously presented 
groups, but requires additional elections if one of the Groups 
is elected. 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required 
under 3 5 U.S.C. 121: 

I. Claims 1-39, drawn to a mold shim, classified in class 
425, subclass 472. 

II. Claims 40-43, drawn to a method of embedding, 
classified in class 264, subclass 275. 

The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the 
following reasons: 
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4. Inventions Groups II and Group I are related as process and 
apparatus for its practice. The inventions are distinct if it 
can be shown that either: (1) the process as claimed can be 
practiced by another and materially different apparatus or by 
hand, or (2) the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different process. MPEP § 806.05(e). In 
this case the apparatus as claimed can be used to practice 
another and materially different such simply molding a concavity 
of a molded article without a embedding an object. 

5. Because these inventions are independent or distinct for 
the reasons given above and have acquired a separate status in 
the art in view of their different classification, restriction 
for examination purposes as indicated is proper. 

6. If Applicant should elect Group I in the restriction 
requirement set forth above, the an election of one following 
patentably distinct species is required:
